THE ECCENTRICITIES OF JUSTICE. 

Above all tliine,ii lliat nn Engllfilimftll 
prizos, individual liberty ia the ^reateot. li 
ia true that tho siivajjo as well an lbs civil- 
ized, Iho Now Zeulauder us well as the 
liriton, in naltirnlly nvoreo to restraint , b.n 
no race, Bavaje or civilized, seems to havo 
this dosira so thoroughly intotwo\cn with its 
laws and ceromoniss, its habits and eustonis, 
as tho peoplo wlio liavo germinated in the 
British Isles. Man who cannot tell whether 
tho earth ^ons round the sun, or tlia sun 
round tho earth, can uU eloquently of "ihe 
liberty of the subject," ol "habeat corpui" of 
"an Kngliahman'a house baitig his oastle," 
and of tho thousand and one other bulwark's 
erected for the protection of tha individual. 
In Vancouver Island, however, Hritish tra- 
ditions booome somowhat changed. The 
"liberty of Ihe subject" becomes "subject lo 
magisterial liberties ; '' one's house becomes 
•oraebody olce'a castle; and the great maxim 
that "a man is held to bo innocent until proved 
guilty" is made to road ''guilty until proved 
innocent. 1 ' There ere in fact modes of judi 
eial procedure that lend us Sack by no means 
■infrequently to days anterior to King John. 
There is a kind ol feudal divinity that Btands 
between the august landlord Ri d Ihe 
wretched tenant, with a flaming sword ready 
at all times to ileal destruction t<> Ihe 
serf. To charge a man with assault, be il 
never so alight, is to put him in prison, to owe 
a man more than you can pay is lo commit 
» crime only a little short o( regicide, lo gel 
your hoad broken in a 3treet row is immediate 
incarceration — on Iho ground probably that a 
manoijfht to be confined who allows sttoh 
a use to be made of his cranium . but to 
break anybody else's head, lo cut, and maim 
and gou^e with praiseworthy deilorily and 
ferocity, to bile a man's nose or ear off — you 
have only, according to ihe old joke, to keep 
the piec$. 

It is not many days since wo announced 
the loot that one of our citizens was arrest- 
ed and taken lo prison, for assaulting a land- 
lord. If the latter had been killed or sen- 
uusly injured, there might havo been some 
excuse for tho rather energetic steps tuken 
by the magistrate, liut what was really ihe 
case: The only person who received even 
ihe slightest injury in the sctifilewus the man 
against whom the charge was preferred. We 
have nothing to do,with the question ol forc- 
ible entry. What we are con, ■••rue. I about is 
the fact that a respectable citizen can be 
arrested and thrown into prison on thu Com 
plaint of any person who applies for a war- 
rant. Every man who infringes ihe law in 
tho slightest seems to be in the eyes ol our 
magisterial justice lully as bad, before he is 
tried, as a murderer. There is a kind ol 
atolid impartiality in this uniform way 
of viewing utlences that is positively 
startling. In other places magistrutea 
would bo exceedingly cautious about grant- 
ing such dangerous documents warrants. 
At all events, they would never for a moment 
think of doing su when a summons would 
answer every purpose consistent with law and 
justice. The incarceration nl a citizen is 
too serious a matter to he lightly treated — 
much loo serious, to be rendered so facile as 
our police magistrate, in this and other acts 
recently, would give us occasion lo presume 
it is on Vancouver Island. Hia law winch 
seizes hold of the unfortunate debtet is 
inroad quite enough upon individual liberty, 
without the discretionary powers of the 
magistrate stepping in. armed witll warrants 
for the atrest of cilixeus on every trilling cc- 
oasion. There ate, other hints which we 
would like tu give our magisterial bench. 
The revenue of Vancouver Island is very 
meagre — so meagre, in fact, that the " smallest 
contributions would bo most thankfully re* 
ceived." When cases of assault or disturb 
an co ol tha peace coion before Iho bench - 
and we may expect many such the ensuing 
winter —would it not be much better to make 
the culprits contribute ti tho revenue by 
paying fines, instead of contiibtiting to the 
lawyer by being hound over in small surelie- 
to keep the peace. If the law is to be broken, 
let society be paid something in damages fur 
tho outrage , but lot us not go lo the i \- 
tromes of imprisoning men when they ahr.uid 
be merely summoned, and allowing rascals 
who djsetro imprisonment. or at loasl 
pecuniary punishment, to escape tvilti bring 
bound over to keep the peace.
